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"Environmental Impact" Meeting Marks Next 
Step in Bringing Casino Gaming to Romulus 


City officials are hoping that a meet- 
ing held at the Crowne Plaza Hotel on 
March 8 will prove to be another small 
step toward their goal of bringing casino 
gaming to Romulus. 

Mayor Alan R. Lambert and his ad- 
ministration have been working to bring 
acasino developmentto Romulus since 
December 2003, when residents voted 
to allow both casinos and horse racing 
within the city limits. 

Currently, the Hannahville Tribe of 
the Potawatomi Indians is considering 
the development of a casino/hotel com- 
plex on a parcel of land located at the 
northwest corner of Wick and Vining 
roads. The Tribe's preliminary proposal 
calls for a casino with 2,400 slot ma- 
chines and 90 gaming tables, as wellas 
a four-story, 200-room hotel resort. Also 
planned are extensive food and bever- 
age facilities, an entertainment venue, 
retail shops, meeting space, child-care 


facilities, and other non-gaming resort 


amenities such as an indoor swimming 
pool and fitness center. 

In order to get the project approved, 
the Tribe must jump through a series of 
legal hoops, including the procurement 
of a favorable Environmental Impact 
Statement (EIS) asserting that the pro- 
posed project would be in the Tribe's 
best interest, and not detrimental to the 
surrounding community. To that end, 


the Bureau of Indian Affairs hosted the 


March 8 "scoping" meeting to seek pub- 
lic comment on the project. 

Of those who spoke at the meeting, 
only Saginaw Chippewa Tribal Chief 
Fred Cantu, Jr., expressed opposition 
to the project, asserting that it would be 
an encroachment on his Tribe's ances- 
tral lands, which include all of Romulus. 

Among those who voiced support 
for the project were Mayor Lambert; 
City planner Cynthia I. Lyon, AICP; and 
Councilman William Crova—allofwhom 
believe it will be a shot in the arm for the 
local economy. 

Resident Joe Kochanoski summed 
up his brief remarks by saying, "Go 
forwardas fastas youcan," while Cham- 
ber of Commerce member Oscar Rhoton 
noted, "We need jobs here." 

Once the EIS is complete — a pro- 
cess that will take some months, and 
include at least one more public meet- 
ing — residents will be able to view the 
finaldocument at www.romuluseis.com. 
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This preliminary site plan shows the proposed casino/hotel complex, to 
be located on the northwest corner of Wick and Vining roads. (Vining is 
the road pictured at right; Wick is below the parking area.)

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Hurst Is WCRESA Elementary 
Teacher of the Year for 2007 





Kathy Hurst, asecond-grade teach- 
er at Wick School in Romulus, has been 
selected as the Wayne County Regional 
Educational Service Agency "Elemen- 
tary Teacher of the Year" for 2007, 
according to Dr. Marlene Davis, WC- 
RESA superintendent. Hurst will be 
recognized at the annual WC-RESA 
Awards Night in May. | 

Carl J. Weiss, superintendent of 
Romulus Community Schools, was im- 
pressed with Hurst's award. 

"There are 34 school districts in 
Wayne County, and each has many 
outstanding teachers," said Weiss. "To 
have yet another of our teachers re- 
ceive this award is a great honor." 

Hurst is the third Romulus Commu- 
nity Schools teacher to receive WC- 
RESA's Elementary Teacher of the Year 
award, joining 2006 winner Marilyn 
Wood, a kindergarten teacher at Wick, 
and 2005 winner Gerilynn Kline, alearn- 
ing specialist at Barth School. WC-RESA 
officials have indicated that Romulus is 
the first school district to have three 
consecutive winners in the history of the 
awards program. 

Barth principal Diane Golka, who 
nominated Hurst, said, "Kathy is very 
deserving of this award. She has con- 
sistently provided strong instructional 
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leadership to her students, Wick teach- 
ers, and District colleagues. Her addi- 
tional work before and after school has 
helped Wick Elementary students earn 
an 'A' on Michigan's Education YES! 
program, and also win a State of Michi- 
gan ‘Blue Ribbon’ award this year.” 

Golka continued, "Kathy sets high 
standards and expectations for her stu- 
dents, and believes that each child will 
succeed. Her diligent work has resulted 
in her students recording the District's 
highest MEAP scores in reading, math, 
and writing for the past two years. 

"She effectively uses mastery learn- 
ing with her grade-level reading and 
math centers, cooperative learning to 
help her students learn team-building 
skills, and differentiated instruction to 
best meet the educational needs of each 
individual student." 

One parent who is new to the Dis- 
trict said, "| observed her commitment 
to the children in her room, hercalm and 
caring spirit, her passion for helping 
others, and her true talent for bringing 
out the best in a student. My decision 
was made right then, and | vigorously 
requested that my daughter be placed 
in her class for the following year." 

Before becoming ateacher at Wick, 
Hurst worked as the District's service- 
learning coordinator. Under her leader- 
ship, Romulus High School became one 
of the first schools in the nation to earn 
the prestigious Presidential Service 
Learning Award. She has co-authored 
two service-learning manuals, been fea- 
tured in various publications, and made 
presentations at many local and state- 
wide conferences on philanthropy. 

"Each year," said district spokes- 
person Dick Kruse, "Kathy devises spe- 
cial challenges for students, having them 
pick a community-service project, learn 
more about the need they have identi- 
fied, write a letter to their families about 
their project, and then prepare a Power- 
Point presentation about the topic — 


_ truly amazing for second-graders. Her 


students have selected projects such 
as collecting food for the Helping Hand 
of Romulus, collecting outerwear items 
fora school mitten tree, writing letters to 
residents about breast cancer, and trick- 
or-treating for UNICEF." 

District curriculum director Tom 
Dolan noted, "Kathy has brought state- 
wide and national recognition to the 
Romulus school district and herself 
through her exemplary efforts in the 
field of philanthropy. She has also ex- 
tended her excellence into the class- 
room, and developed many innovative 
lessons that help her students maxi- 
mize their learning experiences.

Cory Elementary principal Dorothy 
West was very pleased when Romulus 
Community Schools curriculum direc- 
tor Tom Dolan informed her that Cory's 
2006 Michigan Educational Assessment 
Program (MEAP) scores were the high- 
est ever achieved by the school. 

“We try very hard to help our stu- 
dents become successful learners, and 
this is evidence that we are succeed- 
ing, said West. 

Aiding Cory's staff in promoting stu- 
dent success Is a Wayne County RESA 
(Regional Educational Service Agency) 
grant that funds noted educator Bob 
Sorenson's Preventing Early Learning 
Failure program. PELF helps promote 
studentacademic achievementina vari- 
ety of ways, according to district spokes- 
person Dick Kruse, and also promotes 
the development of a positive school 
climate and positive relationships be- 
tween students and adults. 

For example, said Kruse, Sorenson 
visits Cory on a monthly basis to con- 
duct programs on topics such as staff/ 
student relationships, developing stu- 
dent motor skills, building a positive 


home/school environment, and promot- 
ing language and numeracy skills. His 
most recent program on numeracy had 
students using an abacus to further their 
comprehension of concepts like addition, 
subtraction, multiplication, and division. 

Sorenson said, "Many times, stu- 
dents can learn a lot about math con- 
cepts by visualizing the beads on the 
abacus. This really helps them under- 
stand what they are figuring out on their 
math study sheets." 

Principal West noted, "Our initial 
session last year was on school climate 
and making students feel welcome and 
valued. We were all impressed with Mr. 
Sorenson's approach, which encour- 
ages adults to take their time and talk to 
students about whatever the issue of 
concern is at that moment. He stressed 
thatsomething as simple as addressing 
the student by name and then address- 
ing the problem observed in a careful 
manner can make a big difference in 
building student character and respect." 

The RESAgrantprovides for Soren- 
son's services and for teacher release 
time to attend his monthly workshops. 
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Tom Dolan, Director of Curriculum.

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Kruse Celebrates 41-year Career in Romulus Schools 


After 41 years as a teacher and 
PR director, Dick Kruse is one of 
the District's most familiar faces. 


Romulus Community Schools pub- 
lic relations director Dick Kruse Is cele- 
brating avery rewarding career thathas 
spanned more than four decades. Kruse 
— who served as Music Department 
chairman andjunior-high/middle-school 
band director during his first 33 years 
with the District—has accepted a position 
with Marshall Music, and willbe starting 
band programs throughout Michigan. 

Kruse told "the little paper’ that he 
has been truly blessed to have the oppor- 
tunity to teach and work in the Romulus 
school district for the past 41 years. 

"There are alot of wonderful people 
in Romulus, and | was lucky enough to 
have 4,000 of them in my bands," he 
stated. "I still have the opportunity to 
see them, their parents, and their chil- 
dren as PR director." 

When asked to name some of the 
biggest highlights of his career, Kruse 
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of his band program, which earned 13 straight first-division ratings at 
MSBOA state festivals. The Detroit News did afeature article aboutit, and 
the Associated Press distributed it around the United States.

said, "Seeing my students improve and 
getting a total of 24 first-division ratings 
at MSBOA state band festivals was 
very rewarding, as was watching the 
construction and completion of Romulus 
Elementary School, the swimming com- 
plex at the High School, and the football 
field at the Middle School. In 1999, 
[then-superintendent] Dr. William Bedell 
asked me to lead the promotion of the 
$34-million bond program that funded 
these construction projects, and it was 
passed by the District's voters on our 
first try." 

As PR director, Kruse has been 
unflagging in his support and promotion 
of Romulus students and the commu- 
nity overall. During each of his eight 
years as the District's chief spokesper- 
son, he attended 90—100 evening events 
at various schools, provided weekly 
press releases to The Romulus News 
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and The Romulus Roman, and served 

as the editor of Your Schools in Per- 

spective (a District newspaper) and co- 
editor of The Link (a quarterly newspa- 
per published jointly with the City of 

Romulus). He was also the head of the 

Public Relations Task Force for the 

Middle Cities Education Association, a 

consortium of 34 urban school districts. 

Yet another accomplishment of 
which Kruse is particularly proud is his 
work with State Senator Ray Basham to 
pass alaw allowing employees of Michi- 
gan school districts to enroll their own 
children in the district where they work, 
regardless of their residency status. 

"The Romulus Community Schools 
received over $60,000 in State aid this 
year because of that law," he noted. 

As a teacher at Romulus Junior 
High School and, later, Romulus Middle 
School, Kruse was no less dedicated. 
Overa 20-year period, his bands earned 
more than twice as many first-division 
ratings at State band festivals as those 
of his closest competitors. 

"My symphonic band received 20 
first-divisions in 21 attempts," he proudly 
Stated. 

Other noteworthy moments from 
Kruse's career included: 

e taking his band on 13 different tours 
to Canada, New York, Pennsylvania, 
Virginia, Florida, and Washington, 
DC, where his Tour Band represent- 
ed the State of Michigan on Michi- 
gan Day in 1987. 

e his symphonic band's selection to 

~ perform atthe Michigan School Band 
and Orchestra Association's 50th 
anniversary celebration at Hill Audi- 
torium in 1984. 

e his purchase, in 1988, of a $3,600 
billboard that proclaimed "Romulus: 
Home of 1st Division Bands." The 
billboard, which was erected on |-94, 
garnered statewide and national rec- 
ognition for Romulus. 





e getting his students’ names in the 
Congressional Record with the help 
of then-Congressman William Fora.: 

Kruse said that he took very seri- 


_ ously the trustthatthe community placed 


in him to get results with both the band 
and public relations programs. 

"Our success required a total team 
effort from the Board of Education, Cen- 
tral Office administrators, building prin- 
cipals, teachers, parents, and students, ° 
he explained. | 

In fact, Kruse was so focused on his 
mission that he often went the prover- 
bial extra mile, doing things like stop- 
ping by students' houses during the 
summer to give them private lessons, or 
visiting area Realtors, developers, and 
apartment complexes to distribute news- 
papers and other promotional materials 
to help them "sell" Romulus to prospec- 
tive residents and businesses. 

But Kruse is perhaps most proud of 
the fact that he often made a positive 
difference in the lives of his students, 
many of whom have gone on to enjoy 
successful college educations and out- 
Standing careers. 

"| really look forward to seeing them, " 
he said. "They often tell me how the self- 
confidence that they gained playing in 
our bands has helped them achieve 
things they didn't think they could do.” 

During his college days at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, Kruse was first- 
chair clarinetist with the UM Symphonic 
Band for four years, and a featured 
soloist with the band during its historic 
15-week/25,000-mile tour of the Soviet 
Union and the Middle East in 1961. His 
soloist appearances included perfor- 
mances in Tchaikovsky Hall in Moscow 
and Carnegie Hall in New York City. 

His service to the community led to 
his selection as "Romulus Teacher of 
the Year" in 1983 and as the Greater 
Romulus Chamber of Commerce "Per- 
son of the Year" in 1991.
